tation. Gov. Caldwell has attempted 
todo something—but what has been 
the result?

Our correspondent criticises the ac-— 
tion of the Legislature in taking away 
some of the powers of the Govern- 
or and repealing some of the best 
features of the militia Jaw of the State. 
We do not know whether the present 
militia law is efficient or not. But we 
think the Legislature did right in re- 
pesling that part of the law which 
clothed the Governor with such unlim- 
ited power. But for that power the 
Kirk war would never have been inau- 
gurated, and it wasa wise act in the 
Legislature to repeal the law as soon 4s 
it assembled. 

We have omitted some strictures of 
our correspendent on the action of the 
Legislature, because we believe that a 
majority of the members of that body 
were influenced by high and patriotic 
motives, and labored assiduously for 
the interests and prosperity of the 
Btate.

) IMPORTANT DECISIONS. 
/Two of the most important decisions 
made by the Supreme Court at the Jan- 


vary term 1872, were those of Dellinger 

vs. Tweed, and Askew cs, Sutton and 

wife. 

In the first case it is held that the 

Homestead provision holds good. 
against judgments, obtained in actions 

of tort as well as debt. The word tort 

applies to actions not arising from con- 

tracts, where some wrong has been com- | 
mitted or damage done, as in action for 

slander or for damages for assault and 

battery, and the like. The provision 

of the Constitution is that the Home- 

stead shall hold good against all debts. 
Under the recent decision, no money 

can be collected on any judgment’for 

damages to person or property, unless 

the defendant has more than the Home- 

stead exemption. 

In the second case, that of Askew 

zs, Sutton and wife, itis held that when 

‘aman who owned land had married 
before the 9th of April 1867, he can sell | 
the land without the consent of 

his wife, notwithstanding the Act of 

April 1867, giving her dower in the 

lands which the husband might have 

at any time during marriage. The Act 

of 1867, and. all subsequent Acts. 
restoring to married women their 

common law right of dower, are de- 

clared unconstitutionai and vord, as to 

marriages consummated prior to the 

passage of the Acts. 


THE DIFFERENCE. 

When its officials commit fraud,

Hot Springs. 

Those geologists who refuse to sanc- 
tion the theory of internal fire—con- 
tending that the central portion of the 
earth is solid matter—can not make 
anybody believe cold water can be made 
hot without fire. No argument 1s re- 
quired to sustain the Plutonic opinion 
that the centre of this globe is an im. 
mense molten mass, forever burning 
without consuming—kept in that con- 
dition by the motion of the world on 
its axis while speeding its endless circuit 
in a prescribcd orbit of the heavens. 
Water falling from the skies on moun- 
tains and plains, by its gravity perco- 
lates down through seams and disloca- 
tions of the rocks, till, reaching the 
regions of perpetual fire, it is instantly 
converted into steam and forced back 
to the surface. It is condensed as it 

i till it appears at the opening 
absolutely hot water. One of the most 
celebrated of all, is the great geyser of 
Iceland, which throws up a column of 
water at a temperature of 180 degrees. 
It movee by regular pulsations. Once 
in about one hourand a half, the mighty 
power below raises a stream nine fect in 
diameter to the height of one hundred 
to one hundred and fifty teet perpen- 
dicularly. At the mouth of the funnel 
in the basin from whence it comes, the 
water is at a temperature of 242 deg., 
coeling to 180 deg. in its open air ex- 
posure when it falls. 

The hot springs of Virginia, Arkansas, 
all over South America, in Asia, and 
wherever found, confirm the position 
assumed in this article, that no stronger 
demonstration is required by the de- 
mands of science to sustain the doctrine 
of a vast fire in the bowels of the earth 
benesth our feet.
